COW’ DRIVERS 


MOTORISTS’ groups have accused 
councils of using motorists as a 
“cash cow” after town halls raked in 
more than £6 million in parking 
fines over the past year. 

Findings published by the TaxPayers’ Alliance 
and the Drivers’ Alliance showed the total col¬ 
lected by Kent’s 12 district and borough councils, 
and Medway, in 2008-09 was £6,399,532. 

The fines are levied for people parking ille¬ 
gally, such as on double yellow lines, and driv¬ 
ers who overstay on parking meters. 

Fines range from £50-70 and are halved if 
drivers pay up within two weeks. 

Despite this being £900,999 less than the pre¬ 
vious year, representatives from driving groups 
slammed the authorities for using motorists as 
a “money-making scheme” through on-street 
and off-street parking enforcement. 

Ian Taylor, spokesman for the Association 
of British Drivers in Kent, said councils are

using the county’s motorists as a cash cow. 

“They’ve had the sense not to push it further 
in the recession and we’re thankful that some 
councils have frozen charges and offered free 
parking in some areas. But local authorities 
should not use fines to make money. 

“We know they are worried about government 
grants being cut and so they are obviously con¬ 
cerned about funding, but at the same time 
they can’t rely on motorists to bring money in. 

“We understand people can’t just park where 
they like and block roads and entrances, there 
has to be a penalty for that - I personally 
think perhaps the police should enforce it. 

“But councils use these penalties as part of 
their crusade to curtail car use and bring in 
funds. They estimate how much they will 
make each year out of penalty charge notices 
and use it as part of their budget. 


“If everyone became a law-abiding citizen I 
wonder what this would do to their finances.” 

Mr Taylor said part of the problem is the 
high charges councils levy in car parks across 
the county. 

“In some cases it’s cheaper to park in com¬ 
mercial car parks,” he said. “I live in Dover and 
the car park behind the Charlton Centre is 
commercially run and charges are almost half 
the price of the council-run car parks.” 

Councils say the cash raised from fines is 
used to pay for parking services. 

Figures showed Maidstone, Medway 
Canterbury and Tunbridge Wells councils 
brought in the most money from parking 
penalties. 

However, Maidstone, Medway and 
Tunbridge Wells have seen a drop in the num¬ 
ber of fines issued in the past year. But 
Canterbury City Council has risen by £18,098. 

Parking services manager Clive Metcalfe 
denied that Canterbury council was using

Actress backs university’s 
fight to help save wildlife 


AWARD-winning actress Imelda 
Staunton has paid a visit to the 
University of Kent to celebrate the 
20th anniversary of a wildlife 
institute, writes Marijke Cox. 

The British star, who is famous for her 
many roles on stage and screen including 
Dolores Umbridge in the Harry Potter films, 
compered an evening of entertainment with 
her actor husband Jim Carter. 

The pair are known for their love of wildlife 
and jumped at the chance of being involved 
with the celebrations for the Durrell Institute 
of Conservation and Ecology (DICE). 

DICE was founded in 1989 by Professor Ian 
Swingfield OBE at the University of Kent 
and named after naturalist and TV presenter 
Gerald Durrell. 

It offers students courses in conservation 
and biodiversity and gives them the chance to 
carry out research internationally. 

Durrell was a much-celebrated conserva¬ 
tionist, best remembered for his work with 
wildlife and his books about his findings. 

Staunton played his mother in the 1995

BBC film My Family and Other Animals, 
based on the autobiography of Durrell. 

This is where her interest in wildlife began. 

Staunton said: “Playing Gerry’s mother, I 
couldn’t help but catch the bug, so to speak, 
for his passion for wildlife. Jim and I are very 
much into wildlife and used to run safaris in 
our garden for my daughter and her primary 
school class. These days children are distract¬ 
ed by other things, like computer games, but 
it’s very important for them to see what else 
is around them. 

“I was brought up in the city, but I’ve always 


believed that the ideal childhood would be to 
grow up with wildlife around you.” 

Staunton praised the work of DICE and 
what the institute had achieved over 20 years. 

“It was wonderful to be part of the celebra¬ 
tions,” she added. 

Her husband, known for his roles in The 
Golden Compass and Shakespeare in Love, 
said the couple were keen to support DICE. 

“It’s the ultimate version of the ‘don’t give a 
man a loaf of bread, teach him to bake’ adage,” 
said Carter. 

“These people get a world-class postgradu¬ 
ate education at DICE and then return to the 
four comers of the globe to save species and 
do good. It’s inspiring stuff.” 

Around 250 people attended the celebra¬ 
tions on Tuesday night. 

Douglas MacMillan, professor in conserva¬ 
tion and applied resource economics at DICE, 
stressed this week that the UK needs to align 
itself with other European countries and devel¬ 
op a national strategy for managing wildlife. 

He estimated that a policy to tackle the 
rising wildlife population would bring £100 
million into remote mral areas, creating jobs 
in hard-pressed communities.

motorists to make money. “It is grossly inaccu¬ 
rate to suggest that issuing of penalty charge 
notices is designed for this purpose,” he said. 

“Penalty charge notices the council distrib¬ 
ute have fallen since the council took over the 
service in 2000, along with the number of staff 
engaged in the process. They are only issued 
when a contravention of regulations occur.” 

He said money collected from on-street 
parking fines contributed to the cost of pro¬ 
viding the parking service, which is carried 
out on behalf of Kent County Council. 

He added: “Income from off-street parking 
fines is controlled and managed by the city 
council and goes towards its general revenue 
account. It’s not a money spinner. 

A spokesman from Sevenoaks District 
Council, where figures showed a rise of £19,507 
in fines since last year, said they are issued to 
people who have chosen to park illegally. 

“Local councils, business groups and 
residents have told us the additional enforce¬ 
ment has drastically improved parking 
problems in their communities,” he said. 

He added: “It is difficult to compare income 
between 2007-08 and 2008-09, as the pricing 
structure for penalty charge notices was sig¬ 
nificantly altered by central government dur¬ 
ing this period. The cost for less serious offences 


was reduced, while the cost of more serious 
contraventions saw an increase. The income 
generated by penalty charge notices helps to 
pay towards the council’s parking services.” 

These include payments for civil enforce¬ 
ment officers and putting restrictions and 
parking bays in place. 


But Peter Roberts, chief executive of the 
Drivers’ Alliance, insists parking enforce¬ 
ment across the UK has become a massive 
money-making industry. 

“We are seeing unscrupulous and target- 
driven enforcement of parking laws where the 
penalties far outweigh the offence,” he said.

Customers told to ‘get down 1 bv marksmen

POLICE were last night still 
questioning the man suspected of 
murder who officers shot after he 
terrorised shoppers and motorists 
by brandishing a pistol. 

A police marksman floored the man in 
the middle of Morrisons supermarket in 
Canterbury with a single shot as shoppers 
were told to “get down”. 

Police have released a picture of the 
weapon lying in the supermarket aisle where 
he was finally stopped on Thursday evening. 

As Kent on Sunday went to press 
detectives were investigating the suspected 
murder of a woman in a bed and breakfast 
hostel in the Wincheap area less than half 
a mile away. 

Though police refused to confirm any 
details of the woman until her relatives had 
been informed, it is understood she lived 
with the gunman. 

Police controllers ordered in armed 
response units to the city after dozens of 
999 calls from shoppers and motorists on 
the main A28 into the city. 

Andy Mitchell, who works in a Threshers 
off-licence in Wincheap Road, between 
Morrisons and the hostel in Victoria Road, 
saw the man minutes before he was shot. 

Mr Mitchell said: “He was standing in the 
middle of the road shouting and stopping 
the traffic both ways. I didn’t know what he 
was saying because it was foreign - it 
sounded eastern European to me. 

“I took one look at the gun, saw that it 
was real and locked myself in here with the 
two people who came in here, then called 
the police. The man looked pretty out of it. 
He gave me the impression he was drunk. 
He didn’t look in a good state, mentally.”

But armed police were already on their 
way and the gunman was cornered in 
Morrisons supermarket, situated at the traf¬ 
fic lights where the A2 runs under the A28. 

Supermarket workers inside told how the 
man was shouting and waving the pistol 
around. It was just after 8.30pm. 

One shopper described how she was 
aware of armed police officers in black 
clothing ordering people to “get down”. 

A single shot brought the man’s 15- 
minute rampage to an end. Then armed 
officers moved in, disarmed him before 
medics, accompanied by armed officers, 
took him to hospital. He was treated for a 
bullet wound to the arm. 

His weapon was a gun firing ball-bear¬ 
ings, which can owned without a licence. 

Last night police were still piecing togeth¬ 
er the exact chain of events, but it is under¬ 
stood the gunman, who is 32, had lived with 
the woman in the Ambassador Guest 
House in Victoria Road, Wincheap. 

Neighbours say the house is often used 
for short-term housing and people rarely 
stay more than a couple of weeks. 

Police forensic experts seemed to be con¬ 
centrating on a top-floor room, but people 
coming and going from the house yesterday 
claimed they did not know the couple. 

Detectives were refusing to say how the 
woman may have died, revealing only that 
it was being treated as murder. 

Francesca Brisk, who lives opposite the 
house where the dead woman was found, 


Murder pair jailed 

TWO Ashford killers have been jailed for 
the murder of a 20-year-old student. 

Zion Covey, 21, of Lynsted Close, and 
Gareth Powell, 20, of Bensted, were found 
guilty of the murder of Ben Neilson, also 
from Ashford, and sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Covey was jailed for a minimum of 13 
years and Powell a minimum of 12 years. 

Mr Neilson, who was described as a “lov¬ 
ing and much-loved son, brother and 
friend” by his family, died of fatal brain 
injuries in April, six days after he was 
attacked by the pair in Lower High Street.

said: “There was a lot of banging and crash¬ 
ing at about midnight [on Thursday]. 
Someone rang on the doorbell at 2am, but I 
locked myself in my room. 

“This happening is really scary. I walk 
around these streets by myself late at night 
all the time. 

“There are loads of guys and girls coming 
in and out of that house all the time. All I 
know is that they all look eastern European. 

“A couple of days ago my housemate saw 
a bloke go over, draw the curtains and come 
out with a black eye. There are always peo¬ 
ple up there with the curtains drawn, look¬ 
ing shady.” 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) was informed immedi¬ 
ately of the shooting, in accordance with 
national policy. 

But within hours the IPCC was satisfied 
that Kent Police Professional Standards 
Department could continue the investiga¬ 
tion at a local level. 

A police spokesman said that its armed 
officers are trained “to shoot to neutralise 
the threat” in an armed incident. This 
appeared to confirm the gunman was lucky 
rather than deliberately injured. 

The store was reopened to customers by 
Friday morning.

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Real grind for £105m offshore project 



A MULTI-million pound wind 
farm built off the Kent coast to 
provide energy for 100,000 
homes has suffered repeated 
mechanical problems in the 
four years since it was built, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The Kentish Flats Offshore Wind Farm, 
which provides power to houses in 
Whitstable, Herne Bay and Canterbury, 
has undergone numerous upgrades to 
try and deal with setbacks that have 
caused a reduction in the amount of ener¬ 
gy produced. 

Gearboxes in all 30 turbines had to be 
replaced in 2006 and 2007, but just a 
year later 20 were changed again with 
another 10 due for replacement in 2010. 

The gearboxes are vital for transferring 
power from the blades to the generator 
and are monitored by Vestas, a Danish 
producer of turbines. 

A spokesperson at Vattenfall Wind 
Power, the Swedish owner of the wind 
farm, said despite the “teething prob¬ 
lems” it is still one of the most efficient 
offshore farms in the world. 

The company was unable to reveal 
the amount of money spent on fixing the 
turbines or the amount lost through the 
reduction in energy. 

The £105 million wind farm, which is 
located 8.5km north of Herne Bay in the 
Thames Estuary, was the first to be built 
in the South East and the turbines are 
140m-high - as tall as the London Eye. 

The Thames Estuary was picked 
because of its shallow waters and windy 
weather, making it a perfect site for wind 
technology. 

Bosses at Vattenfall are hoping to learn 
lessons from the repeated problems and 
use this knowledge in the development of 
the £780m Thanet Offshore Wind Farm. 

The project, which began earlier this 
year, will see 100 wind turbines located 
12km off Foreness Point in Ramsgate and 
will generate electricity for 240,000 homes. 
Work is due to be completed in 2010. 

A spokesperson at Vattenfall said: 
“These lessons are being applied to our 
Thanet scheme, which is currently being 
built off Ramsgate.” 

The Kentish Flats wind farm will con¬ 
tinue to be monitored by Vestas to ensure 
problems are overcome. Bosses have 
stressed that setbacks would not stop 
further developments of wind farms.

The teenager was treated by paramedics 
at the scene shortly after 3pm and taken to 
Medway Maritime Hospital for treatment. 

A police spokesman said the girl’s injuries 
sustained in the “single puncture wound”. 

Chief Supt Steve Corbishley said: 
“Teenager explained she felt a sharp pain 
in her back, but is unable to say what this 
was caused by.”

Photographer is waiting for 
apology over snappy arrest

A KEEN amateur photographer who was 
arrested after taking a picture of a police 
officer believes he is due to receive an apology 
- but the force said it is still looking into the 
incident. 

Officers arrested Alex Turner outside 
Snappy Snaps, in High Street, Chatham, and 
told him he was suspected of being a terrorist. 

He had been taking shots of the area when 
police approached him and demanded to know 
what he was doing with a camera, following a 
complaint from two men who said they were 
with Medway Council. 

The officers arrested Mr Turner on July 8, 
when he objected to the line of questioning and 
took a picture of a female Police Community 
Support Officer. 

With dozens of stunned shoppers around, he 
was bundled away along the High Street to a 
waiting police van and was placed in the rear 
and told he was being held under the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act 2000. 

‘De-arrested’ 

At the time, he said: “As I was arrested I was 
handcuffed. I asked why she had arrested me. 
She stated because I had taken a photograph 
of her and that she considered this to be an 
unlawful obstruction. After a short time I was 
led up the High Street and detained in a police 
van for around 20 minutes.” 

More officers, this time in plain clothes 
arrived, and after a discussion between the 
officers, Mr Turner was ‘de-arrested’ and told 
he was free to go. 

He said the female officer said she was 
“intimidated” by Mr Turner’s size - he is 5ft 
llin and weighs about 12-stone.

But the incident left him shocked and angry 
that something like that could happen on 
Britain’s streets. 

He said: “It left me upset, embarrassed and 
traumatised.” 

He lodged an official complaint with the 
force’s Professional Standards Department, 
and now Mr Turner claims he has been told he 
is to get a formal apology. 

On his online blog, Mr Turner said his wife 
had received a call from police. 

He wrote: “They were ringing to let me know 
that my complaint has been upheld. The only 
details I have right now is the phrase ‘unlaw¬ 
ful arrest’ and that they want to say sorry.” 

He did take the case to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission, which decided 
the matter should be dealt with internally by 
Kent Police. 

But it seems far from over. 

A spokesman for Medway police said: “Kent 
Police can confirm that Mr Turner has been 
updated on the internal investigation. 

“The investigation is on-going with Kent 
Police’s Professional Standards Department 
and it would not be appropriate to comment at 
this time.”

FORMER England cricket cap¬ 
tain Michael Vaughan has com¬ 
bined his love of sport and art by 
creating a unique collection of 
work that is on display at 
Bluewater. 

But unlike most other artists, the 35-year- 
old Ashes winner produced his art by ditch¬ 
ing the conventional paintbrush and picking 
up a bat and ball. 

Vaughan calls the unusual technique ‘art¬ 
balling’ and he bowls or bats a paint-covered 
cricket ball - just as he would on the pitch - 
onto a canvas placed on the floor or wall. 

The style, known as abstract expression¬ 
ism or action painting, was popular between 
the 1940s and 1960s and made famous by 
artist Jackson Pollock, who broke with tradi¬ 
tion and instead of using a brush, let paint 
drip onto a canvas. 

Vaughan - who retired from first- 
class cricket in June - said his paintings 
capture defining moments in his career 
and the drama of the much-loved sport. 

“At first it was a bit of fun,” he told Kent on 
Sunday. “But the more I got into it, the more 
I started to take it seriously. 

“I began collecting contemporary art about 
four years ago and then about 12 months ago 
one of my friends told me about Martina 
Navratilova who was using her tennis balls 
and racket to paint.” 

Vaughan decided to do the same and 
escaped to a warehouse in Yorkshire shortly 
after retirement to create his masterpieces. 

His work has already caught the eye of 
industry experts who have billed it as 
“Damien Hurst meets Jackson Pollock”. 

Vaughan said: “Art really comes down to 
opinion. People need to see it for themselves, 
so they should come along and have a look. 

“The paintings show defining moments in 
my career. One is the moment we won the 
Ashes in 2005 and I held the trophy above 
my head with all the confetti coming down. 

“But it’s not all about the good times - I’ve 
included bad moments and this can be seen 
through the darker colours. 

“The use of colours was very instinctive, I 
would decide just before I started painting 
how I would use them. 

“Doing this has been really good fun, 
although the paintings didn’t always come 
out as I’d like them to the first time around.” 

Vaughan has even managed to get some of 


his former team mates involved in his love of 
art, with Andrew Strauss, Stuart Broad and 
Andrew Flintoff creating work using the art¬ 
balling technique. 

Disappointed 

He added: “I’m also hoping to get in touch 
with footballers and rugby players to do the 
same kind of thing.” 

Vaughan, who led the England team to vic¬ 
tory in a record 26 tests between 2003 and 


2008 - was ranked best batsman in the 
world after the 2002-03 Ashes. He 
announced his retirement in June, 2009, and 
Andrew Strauss took over as captain. 

The team is currently in South Africa for 
the one-day international series, where Kent 
cricketer Joe Denly was recently dropped as 
opening batsman so team-mate Jonathan 
Trott could be promoted to opener. 

Vaughan said: “Joe will be disappointed, 
but this is his first international cricket tour 


so he’ll be enjoying being in the England 
team. When you first come into the interna¬ 
tional team you need a defining moment to 
really get yourself noticed. 

“He’s developing nicely so this day will def¬ 
initely come. He’s got all the attributes need¬ 
ed to be successful.”

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POLITICS should be part of the 
schools national curriculum, accord¬ 
ing to the leader of the Kent Youth 
County Council, writes Marijke Cox. 

Rhys George, 18, told Kent on Sunday that 
education was key for young people to have a 
better understanding of the political system. 

“We are the next generation,” he said. 

“It’s so important that young people under¬ 
stand what’s going on so they have a voice. 

“The youth council has been pushing for polit¬ 
ical education to be on the syllabus at school 
for Year Seven pupils and upwards. We’ve got 
government ministers’ support and have been 
speaking to people to see what we can do.” 

His comments came as the newly elected 
members of the youth council 
were announced yesterday, nam¬ 
ing the young people who will rep¬ 
resent youngsters across Kent. 

There were 106 candidates bat¬ 
tling it out for the 48 seats that 
were up for grabs and more than 
30,000 people were expected to 
vote. Last year, around 30,000 
people turned out to the polling 
stations, but this year, with the 
highest number of candidates 
standing ever, it was predicted to 
be even more. 

There were four seats available 
to represent each of the 12 district 
or borough councils and candi¬ 
dates could stand for election in 
the area they live or where they 
go to school or college. 

The youth council is made up of 
48 elected members aged between 
11 and 18-years-old, who meet 10 
times a year in the council cham¬ 
bers at County Hall in Maidstone. 

Committee meetings are also 
held throughout the year to discuss 
ongoing campaigns and issues. 

They work closely with officers 
and members of Kent County 
Council, letting them know about

the concerns of the county’s young 
people. 

Members of the youth council 
also make up the UK Youth 
Parliament to take county mat¬ 
ters to the national forum. 

Already they have brought in a 
travel scheme called the Freedom 


Bus Pass which provides unlimit¬ 
ed travel for young people in Kent 
for one payment per year of £50. 

It proved so successful in east 
Kent it was rolled out across the 
whole of the county last year. 

Rhys said: “We work closely 
with members of KCC and leader 
Paul Carter who helps us with 
our aims. The youth council is 
apolitical though so we try and 
avoid getting too deep into politics 
when making decisions.” 

Dynamics 

From next year, the youth coun¬ 
cil will also have more control 
over its own budget. 

Currently, members are invited 
by different projects and budget 
holders within KCC to represent 
the views of young people and rec¬ 
ommend how money should be 
spent. But they recently advised 
on KCC’s overall budget which 
will be decided next February and 
the youth members’ views will be 
presented as part of that decision¬ 
making process. 


Rhys said he is excited about 
the year ahead. 

“I was elected a year ago and it’s 
been really good fun,” he said. 

“I’m looking forward to seeing 
some new faces - it will change the 
dynamics of the group. The new 
members will be really eager to go 
out and do things straight away.” 

Rhys, from the Isle of Sheppey, 
said he always had an interest in 
politics, thanks to his family. 

“I was quite lucky they made 
sure I understood politics and 
what was going on in the country,” 
he said. 

“But not everyone has this. This 
is why we’re pushing for political 
education at school. 

“We’re also trying to get the vot¬ 
ing age lowered to 16 so young 
people have more of a voice.” 

The Isle of Sheppey Academy 
pupil said one of his personal 
aims is to raise cultural aware¬ 
ness across the county by organis¬ 
ing festivals and other events. 

“I would encourage anyone to 
get involved,” he said.

A GROUP of brave dads 
have stripped off for a new 
calendar to raise money for 
equipment at a hospital’s 
children’s ward.

SMEI has already raised £50,000 
through a number of events, which 
has paid for 12 beds for parents who 
have sick children on the ward, 10 
saturation monitors, eight hot and 
cold bottle sterilisers, and two water 
coolers for patients. 

Countless thermometers, feeding 
spoons and treats have also been 
bought with the money raised. 

Underpants 

Mrs MacKinnon said: “My daugh¬ 
ter Scarlett is among hundreds of 
children treated every year on the 
Padua Ward and although the nurs¬ 
es and medical staff do an amazing 
job, it is the unfortunate reality the 
ward is only essentially equipped to 
treat our children. 

“We aim to help fill in some of the 


gaps by helping make the environ¬ 
ment as child and parent-friendly as 
possible, as well as ensuring the 
medical team has all the equipment 
it needs, when it needs it.” 

The new calendar features the 11 
dads in their working environments, 
stripped down to their underpants. 

Mr January, also known as Miles 
MacKinnon - Scarlett’s father - 
hopes it will raise enough money to 
go towards buying syringe drivers, 
saturation monitors, which measure 
oxygen levels and heart rate, plus 
lockable units for each bed cubicle. 

He said: “Although we were all a 
little embarrassed at the beginning 
of the photo shoot, all the dads fea¬ 
tured in the calendar have young 
children. 

“Most of us have had first-hand 
experience of the Padua Ward and 
the sterling efforts of the doctors and 
medical staff who do a fantastic job 
under the veiy difficult conditions.”

“It’s so important to get on well with the 
people that you are living and working 
with.

She knows how important her work is 
getting troops home in time for special occa¬ 
sions like Christmas as she is finding it 
hard being away from her own family.

THE Caldecott Foundation has for 
nearly 100 years cared for children 
who have suffered abuse or neglect. 

It was founded by Leila Rendell in London 
and took its name from a famous illustrator of 
children’s books whose pictures were used to 
decorate the nursery walls. 

Many may think the future for children who 
have been in care is a bleak one, leading to a 
shambolic life, but one former resident of the 


foundation in Smeeth, near Ashford, says 
nothing could be further from the truth. 
Debbie Hale first went into the centre at the 


age of seven in 1965 after her mother and 
father split up and she could not live with her 
new stepmother who treated her cruelly 

She did not know what lay ahead when 
she first went to the grand house that at 
that time housed the children. 

She said: “I remember the first day clear¬ 
ly I was terrified. I remember walking up 
the big steps and into the dining hall. There 
was a girl there, who was later to become 
my best friend, having a birthday party.” 

Debbie spent her childhood at the founda¬ 
tion, leaving at the age of 18. She says she 
has blocked out many of the negative 
memories of her childhood but her days 
at Caldecott where some of the happiest of 
her life. 

She said: “I loved the place. I had so much 
fun as a child. We had the grounds and the 
house and were given the freedom to do 
many things. The staff never treated us 
badly and the memories of some of them 
still remain with me today.” 

She now works as a student support 
manager at a secondary school and says 
she thinks her background gives her a 
unique position to make a connection 
with teenagers.

She said: “I think it was fate that led to me 
getting this job. I can make a connection with 
them and empathise with their feelings.” 

After years of building a life for herself, the 
mother-of-two says she is at a stage when she 
wants to return to Caldecott and help it in 
whatever way she can. 

She said: “I really think that place gave me 
the resilience to get through life. Of course 
there were difficult times, especially when I 
first left, but somehow I got through those and 
that had a lot to do with my time there.”

Voyage through 
Darwin’s notes 


THE remaining notebooks belong¬ 
ing to Charles Darwin are to be 
published online, revealing his 
day-to-day thoughts while on 
HMS Beagle, writes Marijke Cox. 

Experts at English Heritage have digitised 
the books so that observations and doodles 
made by the naturalist during his round-the- 
world trip can be seen by the public. 

Darwin, who lived in Down House near 
Orpington, scribbled down his immediate 
thoughts of what intrigued him most while 
travelling and many of these notes were used 
in his On the Origin of Species book, pub¬ 
lished 150 years ago this week. 

But one notebook, called Galapagos, has 
gone missing and as part of the online 
launch, history experts are appealing to the 
public to help track it down. It is thought to 
have been stolen in the early 1980s from 
Down House, which is open to the public. 

Simon Thurley, chief executive of English 
Heritage, said: “We’re delighted people can 
now leaf through Darwin’s notebooks online, 
but there’s a desperately sad gap on the 
shelves and it’s one we hope will be filled.” 

The 14 Beagle notebooks give a glimpse 
into Darwin’s mind while out in the field and 
contain a mixture of geological, zoological 
and personal observations. 

They include notes on fossils he excavated, 
his discovery of a new frog off Chile and his 
escape from a dangerous snow-storm. 

The Galapagos notebook records Darwin’s 
first encounter with two creatures that first 
gave him the idea for his theory of evolution. 

He saw a similarity between the mainland 
Chilean bird and the Galapagos mocking¬ 
birds, but he also noted the differences 
between his specimens from other islands. 


In On the Origin of Species he used his 
findings to state that species were not fixed 
for all time, but were continuously evolving. 

After his return to England from the five- 
year trip in October, 1836, he used specimens 
he had collected and the observations record¬ 
ed in his notebooks to establish himself in 
the scientific world. 

It was at Down House that he used his 
findings to develop his theory of evolution 
and wrote On the Origin of Species. 

After his death in 1882, his family moved 
to Cambridge, but they returned the 15 note¬ 
books from the voyage to Down House, which 
now belongs to English Heritage. 

It was not until the early 1980s that 
Darwin’s great grandson Professor Richard 
Keynes noticed the book was missing. It con¬ 
tains entries Darwin made between March 
and November, 1835, when in Chile, Peru, the 
Galapagos and Tahiti. Inside the front cover 
he had written “63.5 Darwin HM Beagle”. 

Outstanding 

Randal Keynes OBE, author, conservation¬ 
ist and Darwin’s great, great grandson, said 
it is only a matter of time before it resurfaces. 

He added: “The Galapagos notebook is of 
outstanding value for the history of science. 

“If Darwin had not posed the questions in 
that notebook, he might never have written 
On the Origin of Species.” 

To celebrate the 200th anniversary of the 
scientist’s birth and the 150 years since the 
publication of his book, English Heritage has 
created a new exhibition at Down House. 

Visitors can view unseen objects, pages 
from On the Origin of Species and a rotating 
display of the Beagle notebooks.

Alcohol crackdown is 
reclaiming the streets 


A TRAVELLING pod, a giant pass-the-par- 
cel, and instruments made of sports equip¬ 
ment - these are just some of the ideas for 
the UK’s first cultural baton. 

This latest project by Kent County 
Council aims to show off Kent’s culture and 
creativity in the run-up to the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in 2012. 

It involves a Kent Cultural Baton travel¬ 
ling around the county visiting festivals, 
organisations, individuals, schools and 
businesses. 

Four artists are battling it out to have their 
design used for the project and a winner will 
be announced at an event on Thursday with 
special guest Paralympian Danny Crates. 

Landscape 

The ideas include artist Robert Frith’s 
proposal of a giant pass the parcel made 
from 365 layers that will slowly unravel 
each day. 

It will represent the 31 different sports of 
the Olympics and participating countries 
while making reference to Kent’s culture 
and history. His competitor Georgie Manly 
is running with a sports theme and propos¬ 
es to create an orchestra made of different 
sports equipment that will perform at ven¬ 
ues around the county. 

Artist Nicole Mollet hopes to make a trav¬ 
elling pod which will create an alternative 
map of Kent showing the forgotten and hid¬ 
den places. The final idea is by Cathy 
Streeter who hopes her LED ball design 
which plays a film of Kent’s cultural land¬ 
scape will be successful. 

KCC’s Mike Hill said: “The project is 
unique and the first of its kind. The Olympic 
and Paralympic Games are a chance to cel¬ 
ebrate the culture of the host country.”

A CLAMPDOWN on people abus¬ 
ing alcohol is tempting people back 
onto the streets again, say County 
Hall officials. 

They said residents are feeling safer when 
they venture out after authorities came down 
hard on those using booze to fuel antisocial 
behaviour. Kent County Council said where the 
crackdown had been a priority, there had been 
reduced criminal damage, fewer people drunk or 
rowdy in public, and increased feelings of safety. 

The Kent Community Alcohol Partnership 
said it has been working tirelessly in three 
pilot areas. Its outstanding success means it 
will now be extended to four more. 

An evaluation carried out by the University 
of Kent found criminal damage was down by 
28 per cent, people drunk or rowdy in public 
was down by three per cent, and overall feel¬ 
ings of safety were up by four per cent. 

The Partnership has been operating since 
March in Edenbridge, Canterbury and Thanet 
and is now the largest of its kind in the UK. 

KCC said it has brought together local 
authorities with retailers to reduce the impact 
of under-age drinking. Trading Standards is 
working closely with Kent Police, the Retail of 
Alcohol Standards Group and Kent district

councils, as the licensing authorities. 

The scheme has used a combination of train¬ 
ing for retailers, patrols by police and commu¬ 
nity wardens, and activities for young people. 
Traders in partnership areas need to commit 


to stringent checks for alcohol sales, including 
asking anyone who appears to be under 21, or 
preferably under 25, for proof of age, they said. 
In return, retailers have support and training 
from the partnership as well as a window 
sticker to show they are a responsible trader. 

Next on the fist to get the treatment is 
Heron ward in Herne Bay and Whitstable; 
Cliftonville West and Margate Central; Maid¬ 
stone High Street and Swanley town centre. 

Kent’s Chief Constable Michael Fuller, 
added: “One of our main priorities is tackling 
violence in the night-time economy, often 
caused by excessive alcohol consumption. 

“Problems with alcohol link into many of our 
priorities, including antisocial behaviour, 
domestic abuse and drink driving. 

“We are pleased to support this scheme in 
raising awareness of the issues of under-age 
drinking, binge drinking and those who buy 
alcohol for under-age drinkers. 

“It is important that we reduce the impact of 
under-age or excessive drinking and we will 
work to achieve this.” 

Chairman of the Retail of Alcohol Standards 
Group, Nick Grant, added: “The results of this 
pilot are excellent and demonstrate what can 
be achieved... Challenge 25 is already widely 
in use by retailers and the accreditation 
scheme will reinforce the work we are doing to 
change the culture around alcohol.”

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New Fathers 4 Justice threat 
to scale Canterbury Cathedral 


FATHERS’ rights campaigners 
planning a protest at Canterbury 
Cathedral have refused to rule out 
climbing up the ancient building. 

In the past, members of New Fathers 4 
Justice dressed as superheroes have managed 
to clamber on a series of high-profile buildings 
and unfurl banners demanding the right for 
fathers to see their children following a 
divorce or separation. 

A source inside the controversial group, 
which will mount the demo on December 
12, said: “We are still working out details. 
The final strategy is being decided.” 

Police have warned they will react accord¬ 
ingly if anyone climbs on the cathedral. 

The cathedral’s history goes back to 
597AD and it is currently running a £50 
million fundraising appeal to tackle serious 
structural problems facing the ancient 
building. 

But ‘Jason’, the group’s South East co¬ 
ordinator said the demo was not a protest 
against the Church of England. 

He said: “In fact we want them to do more 
to help fathers who are being cut off from 
their children through no fault of their own. 

“Most people know this is not fair, yet it 
seems the Church and Government simply 
turn a blind eye to these men and dismiss 
their situation as unimportant. 

Flour bombs 

“The Synod has not debated the family 
and the breakdown of the unit since 1991, 
which is frankly shocking. 

“In many cases they have done nothing 
wrong, yet are told by mothers and the 
courts that they have no right to see their 
own children. For many, this is a wrench 
that is almost impossible to bear.” 

The group is now organising what it is 
calling a “high-profile protest” at the 
Cathedral for the first time. 

Previously members have scaled the 
Royal Courts of Justice, Tower Bridge, 
thrown purple flour bombs at Tony Blair 
during Prime Minister’s Questions, and 
climbed onto the roof of Labour deputy 
leader Harriet Harman’s house. 

Jason said: “We want to put ‘father’ back 
into Christmas. That is our slogan for this 
demonstration, and it makes so much sense. 

“There are many fathers in Kent who are 
in this position and we urge them to attend 
this protest, preferably dressed in a Santa 
outfit to drive the point home to the Church. 

‘We want to get our message across and 
slowly chip away at the establishment in 
the hope they will one day see how serious 
this is for so many people.” 

It warns it can’t rule out direct action at 
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religious services. Fathers are also part of the 
church flock that need help, yet the Church 
fails to speak out about a problem that causes 
so much pain, said Jason. 

A spokesman for the Cathedral said: “I think 


there are better ways to make their protest. 
The courts and government control these 
things. It’s also not true the Church has turned 
its back on this. 

“On February 12 this year, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams spoke at the 
House of Lords’ Children: Good Childhood 
Inquiry Report Debate where he backed the 
debate which called attention to the publica¬ 
tion of the report.”

Cat charity to benefit 
from secret donation 

of Japanese artefacts 


A TREASURE trove of Japanese 
artwork will raise a small fortune 
to help pay for the care of kittens 
waiting for a new home, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Staff at Canterbury Auction Galleries were 
amazed when the artefacts were donated 
anonymously. 

Rescued cats and kittens waiting to be 
re-homed by a Kent charity will benefit from 
the generous donation which was dropped off 
at one of its shops, all wrapped up. 

It wasn’t until staff started to peel away the 
paper did they start to realise what they had. 

They came from a woman who spent part of 
her life living in Japan who collected them 
gradually while in the orient. She handed 
over the collection of figures to the Folkestone 
and Hythe branch of Cats Protection. 

They go under the hammer the 
Canterbury Auction Galleries on December 8 
and are expected to raise more than £1,800. 
The company is giving the charity a reduced 
commission to maximise the amount raised. 

Frances Baker, 57, from Cats Protection 
said: “I was amazed and delighted when I 
found these amazing objects left at our shop 
in Hythe High Street. I just kept opening one 
package after another getting more and 
more excited. It is extremely generous of the 
person involved. The money raised will go a 
long way to caring for our cats.”

The items are made from ivory, but can be 
legally traded as they were made to so long 
ago, the auctioneer said. 

Tony Pratt from the gallery said these 
items are known by collectors as ‘okimono’ 
and date from the Meiji period, which is 
roughly equivalent to the Victorian era. 

They were made by skilful Japanese arti¬ 
sans and craftsmen who previously had 
made weapons and armour for samurai war¬ 
riors. When it became unlawful to carry 
weapons in public, the craftsmen turned 
their hands to producing fine works of art. 

The pick of the collection is a figure of a 
traveller wearing a wide brimmed coolie 
straw hat and carrying two parcels. It has an 
estimated value of up to £500.

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Loan scheme to 
get empty homes 
back on market 

AN INITIATIVE to help get empty houses 
back into use has approved £1 million of inter¬ 
est-free loans this month to homeowners 
across the county, writes Chris Murphy. 

The cash from No Use Empty will help the 
owners to renovate new family homes from 
across Kent including Dover, Thanet, Dartford, 
Shepway and Sevenoaks. 

The organisation is a partnership between 
Kent County Council and district and borough 
councils to combat the problem of empty housing. 

So far it has issued more than £2.5m in inter¬ 
est-free loans, and comes as the Empty Homes 
National Week of Action ends this weekend. 

The latest loans include £25,000 for 
Greenlands in Sevenoaks, a detached property 
in need of complete refurbishment. The project 
has planning permission to include a partial 
demolition and partial extension, to create a 
new three-bedroom family home. 

In Thanet, several new loans have been 
awarded, including a loan of £175,000 in 
Cliftonville for a property which was original¬ 
ly part of the Landmark Hotel. The property 
has been derelict for some time and has been 
subject to squatters and vandalism. 

Full planning permission and building con¬ 
trol has been granted to convert the building 
into 14 two-bedroom apartments, and essen¬ 
tial redevelopment and refurbishment in 
keeping with the building’s historic character 
and style, will now start. 

Partnership 

KCC has earmarked £5m to help owners of 
empty properties pay for renovations needed 
to bring them back into use. 

The loan scheme is intended for any owner of 
an empty property, or someone who is consid¬ 
ering buying an empty property. 

They can apply for an interest-free loan of up 
to £25,000 per unit to a maximum of £175,000, 
which is made as an up-front payment. 

KCC’s cabinet member for regeneration Cllr 
Kevin Lines said: “The enormous success of 
the loan scheme highlights just how critical 
the issue of empty housing is in the county and 
how the No Use Empty partnership is needed 
by residents to tackle the problem. 

“We’re so pleased we have been able to assist 
more people in giving a new lease of life to so 
many empty homes, and that the initiative in 
Kent is proving a valuable option for those 
who are finding it hard to raise money for 
these projects.”

Campaign’s survey reveals defining factor 


Women say 
education is 
key to rising 
social ladder

THREE out of four women in Kent 
believe education is the defining 
factor in climbing the career ladder 
and improving gender equality, 
according to a new report. 

Plan UK, one of the world’s largest chil¬ 
dren’s development organisations, carried 
out the survey as part of its Girls Without 
Voices campaign, which aims to help women 
in deprived countries go to school. 

To raise awareness of the need for educa¬ 
tion in the developing world, researchers 
spoke to women across Kent to highlight 
the importance of schooling and to see how 
they benefited from the British system. 

They found that two-thirds of women 
believed education is an important factor when 
coming up against men in the workplace. 

Findings also revealed that 70 per cent of 
the county’s women regretted not making 
more of their education. 

Marie Staunton, Plan UK’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said people often forget how lucky they 
are in the UK. 

“We take it as a given that we will go to 
school and receive a full education,” she said. 

“In the developing world, girls in particu¬ 
lar, are not this lucky.” 

Further findings have also revealed that 
people in Kent believe their schooling has a 
direct link to how they are valued in society. 

More than half stated that it is the key to 
earning respect. 

Ms Staunton said: “Almost three-quarters of 
women wish they’d taken advantage of what 
the British education system has to offer. 

“Our research didn’t specify whether they 
would have earned more money had they 
made more of their education, but I think we 
can safely say that a good education will more 
often than not lead to a better work income.” 

She added that 89 per cent of people living 
in the county believe a good education will 
lead to a happier life. 

The Girls Without Voices campaign, which 
is part of a wider campaign called Because 
I’m a Girl - an eight-year programme aim¬ 
ing to transform the lives of the world’s poor¬ 
est girls - is vital, according to Plan UK. 

Ms Staunton said: “Young women and 
girls make up almost a quarter of the world’s 
population. They have the same rights as 
their brothers. Yet too often they remain at 
the bottom of the social ladder. 

“They are usually the first to be pulled out 


of school as families cannot afford books, 
uniforms and other costs. 

Challenge 

“If we continue to ignore these issues, 
these young girls will be resigned to a life of 
domestic servitude - so continuing a cycle of 
poverty as they become less likely to send 
their own children to school.” 

Singer Beverley Knight is backing the 
campaign. 


She said: “As a nation, we need to sit up 
and take notice of the challenge and discrim¬ 
ination girls face in the developing world. 

“As a Plan UK sponsor myself, I urge 
people to support Plan’s fight for a girl’s 
right to an education, just as hard as some¬ 
one once fought for ours.”

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Mums-to-be 
first to trial 
‘health’ card 

EXPECTANT mothers in Swale will be among the 
first patients in the country to try out a controver¬ 
sial new NHS cash card. - 


Mums-to-be will be given the 
chance to take part in a three- 
year national trial which will 
see them purchasing their own 
health care services using a pre- 
loaded debit card. 

Health campaigners have crit¬ 
icised the pilot, which will be 
jointly run by the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust, Kent County Council and 
Kent University, and warned it 
could be used by the Government 
to limit funding and force 
patients into prioritising their 
own health needs. 

Worried 

Sarah Green, 32, a teaching 
assistant from Sittingboume, is 
four months pregnant, and said 
she had enough to think about 
already 

She said: “This is my first 
pregnancy and we have a lot on 
our plate. We’ve had to consider 
how we will manage financially, 
what we need to buy, scans, tests 
and classes. On top of that, being 
given a card and told to buy my 
own services is just too much.” 

Nick Goodwin, senior fellow in 
health policy at The King’s 
Fund, warned there were major

hazards ahead for the project. 

He said: “There is evidence 
from similar schemes in Europe 
that money may be used on 
things that do not improve 
health care, or people find they 
do not have enough money to 
cover their needs.” 

Royal College of Midwives sen¬ 
ior analyst Sean O’Sullivan said 
he was worried the scheme 
could put poorer women at a dis¬ 
advantage. 

He said: “The danger is the 
scheme is taken up by the better 
informed middle classes at the 
expense of more deprived people.” 

The pilot is expected to include 
older patients, terminally ill 
patients, carers, people with 
learning difficulties and mental 
health patients in its later stages. 

PCT assistant commissioning 
director Alison Davis said the 
scheme was not designed to cut 
costs. 

She said: “There is no expecta¬ 
tion the Kent card would 
become compulsory and it will 
not cut out the patient’s GP or 
short circuit advice of a doctor. 
It’s about providing choice.” 


Boiler fire sees Dungeness 
nuclear station evacuated 


TEN fire crews tackled a blaze 
at Dungeness B nuclear power 
station. 

The plant was shut down on 
Monday after a boiler fire. The 
plant’s own fire teams were 
helped by crews from Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

None of the 52 staff were 
injured and the building was 
evacuated after the alarm was 
raised just before midnight. 

A KFRS spokesman said the 
blaze was extinguished by 2am. 

The station has two reactor 
units, one of which is currently 


offline for scheduled mainte¬ 
nance. 

Martyn Butlin, of Dungeness 
operator British Energy, said: “A 
small fire started in the boiler 
annex of unit 22. 

“We activated our usual proce¬ 
dure and have our fire teams on 
site, but we always call in Kent 
Fire and Rescue to double-check 
on what we do. 

“They put out the blaze and 
turned off the reactor and we are 
looking into the cause now. 

“We plan for all eventualities, 
including this one.” 


Police’s weather warning 
to bikers as winter sets in 


MOTORISTS are being urged to 
be aware of motorbikes during 
the bad weather. 

Drivers and bikers are being 
warned to take care, especially 
as the winter weather can cause 
problems for motorcyclists if 
they do not ride carefully. 

PC Andy Ledger said: “It’s 
important for all drivers, includ¬ 
ing motorcyclists themselves, to 
pay extra attention during the 
bad weather. 

“One small error can prove 
fatal and we want to ensure 
there are no fatal accidents in 


the run up to and after 
Christmas. Drivers should regu¬ 
larly check their vehicles are 
road worthy and are safe to 
drive. They should also remem¬ 
ber that wet roads could be slip¬ 
pery, causing breaking distances 
to increase.” 

The warning supports the 
Think Bike campaign which 
urges all road users to be aware 
of bikers on Kent’s roads. 

In 2007, 20 per cent of the 
deaths on Britain’s roads were 
bikers, who only make up one 
per cent of road traffic.

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Troubled 
students 
turn to 
helpline 



THE number of students using a 
helpline for people with mental 
health problems is rocketing, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Managers at Mental Health Matters say 
it is down to financial worries, after more 
than 80,000 university students were left 
penniless at the start of term after problems 
at the Student Loans Company (SLC). 

Delays with payments and difficulties get¬ 
ting through to the company meant stu¬ 
dents - many of whom were away from 
home for the first time - were unable to pay 
their bills. 

Alan Heyes, community engagement exec¬ 
utive at Mental Health Matters, which spe¬ 
cialises in mental health and wellbeing, said 
the helpline was always there for people 
who need it, including troubled students. 

“A lot of people have returned home from 
university because of financial problems,” 


he said. “They couldn’t afford to pay their 
rent and have no support network, especial¬ 
ly being away from home. 

‘We offer support over the phone from 
trained professionals. Some people just 
want to talk to someone, but can’t open up to 
the people around them. 

“In the next few weeks we’re going to be 
rolling out information to universities to let 
more students know about the helpline.” 

Mental Health Matters was founded in 
1984, but launched in Kent 12 months ago. 

Mr Heyes said the helpline was different 
to the Samaritans, which is an emotional 
support service for people in the UK and 
Ireland. 

“We specialise in mental health and well¬ 
being,” he said. “Our call centre staff are all 
trained and most have a certificate or BA in 
counselling and psychotherapy.” 

The helpline provides instant access to 
emotional support covering a wide range 
of issues and gives individuals a personal 


assessment and support package. 

It helps with employment, housing, com¬ 
munity support and offers psychotherapy. 

Mr Heyes said: “If people want to call 
every day, that’s fine. We can even call them 
back if they prefer. 

“We’re launching a new scheme called 
Signpost Kent in January, which is an inter¬ 
active project working with charities and 
other partners to show the public what help 
is available to them. 

“There are also hands-on practises we use, 
such as health walks, where we encourage 
people to come along and take part in a walk 
somewhere. They get to meet other people 
and build up a support network. Exercise 
also helps combat depression, so it’s a good 
thing to do.”

Go nuts for the most 
Kentish of all our crops 

Today, they are one of the county's unique home-grown foods, despite 
being nearly wiped out 60 years ago. RACHEL MCATHY finds out 
more about how delicious cobnuts are making a comeback. 



WITH the festive season drawing closer, many 
of us will be looking forward to the ultimate win¬ 
ter warmer: chestnuts roasting on an open fire. 

But in Kent this winter, it is the county's famous cobnut which 
is stepping into the spotlight. 

The cobnut, which is a type of hazelnut, is not a new product 
to grow in our countryside. They are thought to have been grow¬ 
ing in plantations, or plats, from as early as the 16th century, even 
originally fulfilling the role of the conker in the traditional play¬ 
ground game. 

One variety of the cobnut is the Kentish Cob, believed to have 
been introduced in the 1830s, where it mainly grew in the Golden 
Triangle of the county, covering Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and 
Maidstone. This was because the nuts could then easily be trans¬ 
ported to London to be sold. 

Alexander Hunt, chairman of the Kentish Cobnut Association, 
runs Potash Farm, a 10 acre cobnut orchard near Sevenoaks. 

He said the nuts are becoming more and more popular. 

"In the 1900s, there were thousands of acres of cobnuts 
grown in the county, but this reduced substantially between the 
first and second world wars," he said. 

"At the time, there were more valuable horticultural crops 
grown in Kent and so the nut trees were taken out to make way 
for them." 

In fact, production levels declined so dramatically, that by 
1951, Kent had only 300 acres of cobnut farming left, with many 
plantations left derelict. 

But since the association formed in the 1980s, the nut has 
been brought back from the brink and a good market continues 
to thrive today. 

Mr Hunt estimates that the association members' land now 
covers between 4,000 and 5,000 acres, mainly within the coun¬ 
ty and the south east. 

The bigger growers sell their produce to supermarkets such as 
Waitrose and Morrisons, whilst smaller growers sell at farmers 
markets and special events. 

Kent grows more cobnuts than anywhere else, hence the 
Kentish Cob being named for the county, this is one of 60 vari¬ 
eties and the most popular. 

"It grows very well and is a very reliable crop in our climate," 
Mr Hunt said. "When you pick it early, it has a fresh, green, 


crunchy flavour that people like for salads, dressings or even just 
with a glass of wine and a bit of salt. 

"Later in the autumn, the nuts naturally ripen and get a bit 
golden before going brown. 

"Then it will fall out of the husk, or we pick them and put them 
through a de-husking machine. The flavour of these is much more 
nutty and sweeter, which I personally prefer." 

At Potash Farm, all the winter pruning takes place between 
December and March. 

Mowing takes place regularly to keep the orchards tidy and 
spot tidying is carried out at the base of the trees. 

They are then left to develop from May to July, before picking 
begins in the middle of August until mid October. 

Potash Farm grows five varieties of the nut; Kentish Cob, 
Butler, Ennis, Gunslebert and a few Cosford. 


Further east in the county, Brogdale Farm, near Faversham, 
which houses the National Fruit Collection, also cultivates cobnut 
trees within its orchard. 

Traditionally, cobnuts were eaten by the Victorians as an after 
dinner accompaniment, with Port and fruit. 

Today, a lot of people still eat them fresh, but they are also 
enjoyed as an alternative to hazelnuts and almonds in starters, 
main meals and desserts. 

"They are lovely in soups or salads. One of my favourites is 
parmesan and cobnut cheese straws," Mr Hunt adds. 

"They are also good in stuffing, on fish coatings, in chocolate 
desserts or fudges and they are great in tiramisu."

Alexander's savoury stars 

Makes 40 biscuits 
Preparation time: 40 minutes 
Cooking time: 20 minutes 

75g plain flour 

75g grated Parmesan cheese 

75g butter 

1 level tsp salt 

1 level tsp cayenne pepper 

25g sun-dried tomatoes 

25g roasted cobnuts 

25g black pitted olives 

legg 

1 level tsp poppy, caraway or sesame seeds 

Blend flour, cheese, butter, salt and cayenne pepper in a food 
processor until the pastry forms a ball. Knead lightly then 
wrap in clingfilm and chill for about 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile finely chop olives, cobnuts and tomatoes. 

Roll out the pastry on a floured work surface until about 
5mm thick. Brush with beaten egg and sprinkle over an even 
layer of the chopped mixture. Fold the pastry into a neat par¬ 
cel shape to enclose filling entirely. 

Roll out pastry again to a 1cm thickness and use a star 
cutter to stamp out shapes. Brush lightly with beaten egg 
and sprinkle with the seeds. Leave to chill again for about 
20 minutes. 

Bake at 180C/350F/Gas 4 for 15-20 mins until well 
browned. Leave on baking sheets for five minutes before 
removing to cooling rack. 

The stars can be frozen. To serve make sure they are com¬ 
pletely defrosted at room temperature and warm gently if 
you like.

Fight this flight of fancy 

Rodney Chambers shoots 
down Johnson’s plan for 
a Thames estuary airport 


THE Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson has a grim 
vision for Kent and 
Medway. 

Seemingly, he wants to blight 
the area with 24-hour flights, 
increased noise and air pollution, 
and destroy some of the UK’s 
most important wildlife reserves 
- a vision we want to ensure 
doesn’t become a reality. 

Following the recent 
publication of the Mayor of 
London’s feasibility report into a 
Thames estuary airport, Medway 
Council, Kent County Council 
and the RSPB launched an 
online petition against this ‘pie in 
the sky’ scheme. 

So far, in the few weeks since it 
was launched, more than 1,200 
people have registered their 
opposition on the site, which is at 
www.stopestuaryairport.co.uk. 

We have made it clear this 
airport is not needed or wanted. 
It is a scheme we will fight for all 
the environmental, economic and 
practical reasons that stack up 
against it. 

But what are the Mayor of 
London’s real intentions? 

Recently, in a report leaked to 
the BBC Mr Johnson stated that 
this estuary airport would be the 
“bravest project” his Greater 
London Authority could do. 

And, in a recent article for the 
Sunday Times, his close advisor 
Kit Malthouse said the new 
airport would be so large (up to 


six runways) that Heathrow 
could be transferred there. In 
addition to this, he believes there’s 
plenty of room for Gatwick too. 

Are they aiming for a London 
that is airport free? 

If he is, no thought has been 
given to the thousands of 
businesses and jobs that rely on 
the existing airports, to the 
devastating impact moving them 
would have on the countryside, or 
to the estuary’s environmentally 
and scientifically significant sites 
used by 300,000 migrating birds 
annually. What will happen to 
people in areas to the west of 
London such as Hounslow and 
Spelthome where one in 10 rely 
on Heathrow for work? What will 
the mayor say to those in Ealing 
and Hillingdon who will lose 
their jobs? 

We in Medway know all too well 
what it is like when your biggest 
employer closes, as this happened 
with the Royal Naval Dockyard 
in Chatham, 25 years ago. 

Does Mr Johnson and his team 
realise what effect closing 
Heathrow will have? After all, it 
provides work for 72,000 people, 
which is more than a third of the 


UK aviation industry. This is a 
larger figure than the number of 
people unemployed in Kent and 
Essex so, to put it plainly, we 
don’t have the workforce for this. 

At least 320 businesses are 
directly associated with Heath¬ 
row and there are hundreds more 
supporting industries. 

All of these would move. 

Kent could only accommodate 
them by building new industrial 
estates, which would blight the 
area. With these would come vast 
road and rail networks cutting 
into great swathes of the 
countryside. Under this scheme 
the Garden of England would 
become the Driveway of London 
- the capital’s car park. 

At the moment, thankfully, the 
mayor’s office seems to be in an 
isolated minority over the airport 
scheme as no heavyweight 
national politician has, as yet, 
waded in to support them. 

Hopefully this will remain to be 
so. However, the new national 
Infrastructure Planning 

Commission, which comes into 
effect in March, will stop locally- 
elected politicians and the people 
they serve making decisions on 


major infrastructure projects. 
Instead, an unelected quango will 
be allowed to do the 
Government’s bidding. This could 
lead to London-based bureaucrats 
forcing an airport upon us. 

It is for these reasons that 
Medway Council and its partners 
need to push the alternative to a 
Thames estuary airport, which is 
to make better use of our existing 
airports. Birmingham, for exam¬ 
ple, has suggested it could double 
passengers and other regional 
airports could be better used, 
such as Manston. This, along 
with the expansion of high-speed 
rail, is a viable alternative and 
needs serious consideration. 

Instead of spending £40 billion- 
plus on a new airport, and all the 
extra billions needed for new 
roads, railways and other logistics, 
we could improve our existing 
infrastructure and build new 
railways at a fraction of the price. 

There is not a moment to lose, I 
urge you to sign our petition.

As it turns out, many of them are still 
there. Their few possessions were thrown 
into landfill, leaving them on the street with 
no food, no shelter and no hope. Delightful. 

It is now illegal for a French citizen to let 
these people into their home for a meal or a 
wash, and they are regularly rounded up 
(violently, it is claimed, if the No Borders 
group is not there with camcorders), 
'processed’, then kicked out on the street, 
minus any shelter they may have accrued. 
The few that are deported are sent to 
Greece, where they simply start the 
westward journey again. 

Why do they not just go back home? 
Because there are wars going on in their 
countries, funded by, among others, the USA 
and UK. 

Rights of Asylum (the Dublin Convention) 
state they must claim asylum in the first 
safe country they come to. So why not try 
that? Because the first so-called safe 
countries they come to are Greece - where 
they are locked in a detention centre, up to 
150 people per room, for two years, treated 
violently, then kicked out and told to go 
home - or Italy, where they are simply 
beaten out of the country. They inevitably 
turn west, for France and Britain. 

Some have been stuck in this loop for 
years. With winter approaching an appeal 
for clothing, blankets, sleeping bags or 
anything else has been put out, and anyone 
wishing to donate can call 07534 008 380.

The non-State we’re in

Grandad’s war record 

I’m writing concerning my late grandfather 
Leslie Rhodes, from Rainham. During the 
1930s and 40s he worked at Short Brothers 
in Rochester -1 wonder if any readers 
remember him? 

He was one of five men wanted by the 
police during the war. He wasn’t a draft 
dodger or conscientious objector. He wanted 
to join the Army, but he and his mates were 
in a reserved occupation, building 
Sunderland flying boats on the River 
Medway. They were warned that if they 
tried to join up they would be arrested. 
Grandad ignored them, ended up in court, 
was fined and threatened with prison if he 
tried to join up again. 

In the end he did see action - in the Home 
Guard. He was responsible for digging up an 
unexploded bomb (UXB). 

In 1945 he returned his one and only 
medal - the Defence Medal - so disgusted 
was he by his treatment. I didn’t know 
grandad that well but hope his surviving 
colleagues can add detail to what little I 
know. I’m also interested to see if any 
photograph exists of him at work. 

After Shorts closed its factories in 
Medway, he worked for Elliots until retiring 
in the mid 1970s. He died in 1989.

Moreover, although there were many lads 
killed who were only in their teens, we were 
denied a medal for some inexplicable reason. 

However, due to a small band of dedicated 
activists, this miscarriage of justice has now 
been righted. Many Suez veterans - all in 
their 70s - are delighted with the award of 
this belated medal, but it is a travesty that 
it wasn’t issued at the time. This forgotten 
part of our history must be kept alive for 
future generations. 

While other conflicts have rightly been given 
due coverage, Suez has been ignored. Suez: 

The Hidden Truths is for those interested in 
the history of British involvement in the 
Canal Zone during 1951-54.

THERE is a perception that 
Toyota’s early Land Cruiser 
aped and also traded on a simi¬ 
lar-sounding name to a certain 
British 4x4. 

But the LC’s origins pre-dated the Land 
Rover, with Toyota’s first efforts being based 
on an early version of the classic American 
Jeep, captured during the Japanese WWII 
invasion of the Philippines in 1941. 

Coincidentally, Toyota was also later 
asked to build a modified Jeep for US 
forces serving in the Korean War of the 
early 1950s, but while it gained a reputa¬ 
tion for go-anywhere ruggedness and 
reliability, it then did so without a second 
and lower set of gear ratios as found on 
the American original. 

The vehicle evolved into the Land 



Cruiser of 1954 and was being exported 
by the end of the decade, eventually going 
global and arguably eclipsing the Land 
Rover and Jeep as the 4x4 car you could 
bank on - now complete with the lower 
ratios for ultimate off-roading. 

And while its arch rivals get better 
looking and more luxurious - the Land 
Rover Discovery now seems almost point- 
lessly close to being a Range Rover - the 
Land Cruiser looks as utilitarian as 


it always has and is none the worse for it. 

An all-new version is in showrooms early 
in December, but only an anorak would 
really spot the visual differences. 

It is still big, beefy and bound to be 
bulletproof, with the option to seat up to 
seven in a five-door body powered by a 
no-nonsense 171bhp 3.0-litre D-4D engine 
with five-speed auto transmission. 

For this amount of off-roading and 
towing talent it seems remarkably cost- 


effective too, priced from £29,795-44,795. 

However, beneath the familiar chunk¬ 
iness, Toyota says it has new handling 
and driver assistance systems for even 
better off-roading, while also boosting 
on-road ability - where it was losing 
ground to Jeep and Land Rover - for 
more everyday poise, comfort and 
performance. 

Though rear load space is always com¬ 
promised by the big rear transmission in 
4x4s, necessitating a higher floor, the LC’s 
cargo area has been increased and can now 
also be loaded through a lift-up glass hatch 
without having to open the full side-hinged 
tailgate. 

There is a ‘Multi-Terrain Monitor’ on 
flagship models too, using front and side 
view cameras so that this big yet nimble 
vehicle can be manoeuvred carefully in the 
tightest off-road - or parking - situations.

The revised Corsa ecoFLEX has 
a 76.3mpg combined cycle figure, 
putting it on par with its Ford 
Fiesta ECOnetic arch rival. 

It also contributes to a 13.2 per 
cent better economy average and 
lower C02 emissions across the 
Corsa range - five of six engines 
qualify for the lowest road tax 
brackets of zero, £35 or £120 a year.

WITH more flooding predicted, there is 
sound advice from the I AM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists). 

1AM chief examiner, Peter Rodger, said: 
“If the journey is unavoidable, motorists 
should take extra precautions when deal¬ 
ing with severe surface conditions. 

“Torrential rain brings with it visibility 
problems as the car mists up in seconds.” 

The Institute’s key points when driving in 
flood conditions: 

• Don’t go in if the water’s obviously too 
deep or flowing too quickly. Consider an 
alternative route. 

• If you have to drive through water try to 
drive in the highest section of the road and 
don’t set off if a vehicle is travelling in the 
opposite direction. Leave time and space 
for each other, so you don’t swamp other 
drivers. 

• Drive only fast enough to create a small 
bow wave in front of the vehicle - driving at 
speed may be dangerous to other vehicles 
or pedestrians. 

• Keep going once you have started. Make 
sure you have a clear run, put the car into 
first gear, keep the revs high and set off. 
Don’t go in if you can’t see a way out on 
the other side. 

• Do not take your foot even slightly off the 
accelerator, as this will allow water to trav¬ 
el up the exhaust pipe. As you go through 
the water, slip the clutch if you can. After 
you come out, dry brakes gently before 
you need them - the best way is to lightly 
apply the brake as you drive along for a 
few seconds. 

• At the other side, keep moving and con¬ 
tinue to rev the engine to clear any water 
from the exhaust.

AUDI has been the success story 
of the UK executive market lately 
no doubt causing sleepless nights 
at BMW. 

According to October’s car registration 
figures, Audi still hasn’t quite overtaken BMW 
as upmarket sector champ - BMW had sold 
82,270 cars so far this year. 

But VW’s snob brand is nicely tucked in on 
the leader’s shoulder with 79,563 cars regis¬ 
tered in tough times - even Audi volumes are 
nearly 12 per cent down on last year. 

By comparison, Mercedes-Benz registered 
59,630 and the Big Three’s most credible non- 
German rivals are Lexus (6,649) Jaguar 
(15,260) and Volvo (27,737) - even Mercedes 
outsells their combined totals. 

Audi’s rise is due largely to the A4, a model 
that has overturned conventional wisdom 
that compact executive cars have to be rear- 
wheel drive - the mantra of the diehard BMW 
3-Series driver and the balanced layout 
adhered to by Mercedes-Benz and Lexus. 

In response, Audi has made its front-driven

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repackaging as the rather fine Seat Exeo. 

On the other hand, the new generation A4’s 
big improvement is obvious; the old car was 
perennially slammed for cramped rear legroom. 
Audi’s almost petulant response was a big 
stretch to the wheelbase of the latest car, allow¬ 
ing a huge cabin and fabulous space in the 
back. It also has the biggest boot in its class. 

But this new A4 is now a big car - 4.72 
metres long by 2.01 wide, compared to the rival 
BMW 3-Series (4.5 x 2.01), Mercedes-Benz C- 
Class (4.58 x 2.02) and Lexus IS (4.57 x 2.0). 

Further proof of how the A4 has ballooned 
and of a general trend in the car industry 
comes from the dimensions of Audi’s 1997- 
2004 A6 from the market sector above: 4.79 
metres by 1.99 wide. 

This suggests that the new A4 is not only 
scaring the competition, but may be cannibal¬ 
ising current A6 sales and not just because the 
saloon and its capacious Avant estate spin-off 
can do much of what its big sister can do. 

For this is a truly fine car, so capable in all 
areas that it is virtually anodyne. Whatever 
your mood is, the A4 is so in tune that it slips 
into the background. 

Our road test car was the bestselling A4 2.0 
TDI, almost as much of a darling to company 
car user choosers as the ubiquitous BMW 320d. 

In the lower output 120PS (118bhp) form as 


tested, it is probably a tad underpowered for 
the scale of the A4 - there are 143 and 170PS 
versions - but the ability to average nearly 
60mpg is not to be sneered at. 

It benefits from a tidy six-speed gearshift, 
crisp steering and excellent grip and compo¬ 
sure in the corners; ride quality is consider¬ 
ably better than the previous car, no doubt 
helped by the bigger stretch between front and 
back wheels. 


The cabin has the material and ergonomic 
layout design quality that has made Audi the 
benchmark brand in its sector. 

Needless to say, space and comfort for all is 
impressive too, although the middle rear seat 
passenger has to plant their feet awkwardly 
either side of the centre hump. 

This accomplished all-rounder may be a 
hard car to love outright, but it really is hard 
to fault, too.

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FI surge right on the Button 


HORNBY, the Kent-based toy and modelling 
brand, reckons Jensen Button’s Formula 1 
Championship victory delivered a flying start 
in the Christmas sales race, writes Andy 
Rogers. 

The maker of the popular Scalextric race sets shrewdly 
acquired global rights to models featuring the first-time 
champion and his fledgling Brawn team, before they hit the 
FI jackpot. 

These victory models are expected to be big Christmas hits 
and Hornby is also benefiting from its products being featured 
in James May’s Toy Stories - the Top Gear presenter’s new hit 
series. 

It will be some comfort to the Margate firm, which enjoyed a 
miserable Christmas in 2008 when recession-wary retailers 
slashed stocks of group brands, which include famous and nos¬ 
talgic names: Hornby model trains, Scalextric, the recently 
revived Airfix model kits, Corgi die-cast models and Humbrol 
paints and modelling accessories. 

The cutbacks contributed to a mixed reception from the City 
after latest half-year results showed pre-tax profits more than 
halved from £1.8 million to just £700,000, though sales rose

five per cent to £25.5m against the same period in 2008. 

Ironically, the flagship Hornby and Scalextric names - the 
latter being tipped to deliver on the Button-Brawn success - 


were weaker performers, shown up by the newly-acquired 
Corgi brand. 

But chief executive Frank Martin was upbeat: “Since 
Christmas 2008 we have been encouraged by the strong year- 
on-year sales performance in the independent, concessions and 
internet sales channels. These now represent 80 per cent of our 
UK domestic business.” 

He added that the brand was also banking on merchandise 
and collectibles linked to the 2012 London Olympics. 

The company’s fiscal stumble was attributed to other factors 
including foreign exchange rates and higher product costs from 
its primary supplier in China, following takeover by a venture 
capital fund. 

Most group supplies come from China and India and 
Mr Martin said he now sees widening and guaranteeing 
supply - a problem said to have curbed potential 
European market growth - as his primary aim. 

American sales have been boosted by the relative 
strength of the dollar against sterling and the £8.5m 
Corgi acquisition - which caused Hornby to hike borrow¬ 
ings from £1.3m to £ 11.8m - appears to have been a par¬ 
ticularly good move for that market. 

The Corgi acquisition includes lucrative rights to produce 
die-cast products based on all of the James Bond movies. 


Rising stars of sub-sea cable world 


THREE Kent businessmen sharing almost 100 
years’ experience in the sub-sea power cable 
industry have landed a top award for new busi¬ 
nesses and entrepreneurs. 

Tim Marsh, Pat Oakley and Colin Bagge, 
founders of Power Cable Services (PCS) in 
Gravesend, took the international prize in the 
2009 HSBC Start-Up Stars Awards, regarded as 
the UK’s premier showcase for the most prom¬ 
ising start-up businesses and the entrepreneurs 
behind them. They also walked away with a 
cheque for £10,000. 

The event, at London’s InterContinental Hotel, 
was attended by Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson and entrepreneurs including Duncan 
Bannatyne of BBC TV’s Dragons’ Den. 

PCS was established to meet growing 
demand for specialist consultancy support, 
engineering services and products within sub- 


ea power cabling and notably, the new offshore 
renewable energy sector. 

Judges noted how they identified niche 
requirements and developed products and serv¬ 
ices to meet them. 

One service enables sub-sea cable and umbil¬ 
ical manufacturers to produce interconnecting 
offshore devices, as well as the all-important 
shore connections and has been used on off¬ 
shore wind farms. 

From founding in October, 2006, PCS has 
grown sales from £300,000 in its first year to £1.4 
million in 2008 and gained multinational clients - 
all achieved without external financing. 

The company is a major exporter; 70 per cent 


of turnover in 2008 was from customers in North 
America and Norway and many UK customers 
use PCS’s services overseas. 

Head of Business Banking for HSBC, Huw 
Morgan, said: “Over the last nine years the 
HSBC Start-Up Stars Awards have made a 
name for themselves by spotting exciting new 
businesses with a difference. 

“PCS is an outstanding example and hopeful¬ 
ly its success will be an inspiration to other start¬ 
up businesses.” 

Lord Mandelson said: “The HSBC Start-Up 
Stars represent the very best in British enter¬ 
prise and are succeeding in sectors across our 
economy and markets across the world.”

IT MAY be known as the Garden of 
England, but Kent’s reputation as 
one of the nation’s most beautiful 
counties is under almost constant 
attack. 

For years developers seem to have paved 
over the countryside with ever-increasing 
vigour, as the cash created by new homes and 
businesses often overrides the ethical issues 
associated with building on green space. 

Fortunately the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) exists to oppose such activity, 
and Protect Kent is the biggest of the charity’s 
200-plus branches. 

Based in Smeeth, near Ashford, Protect 
Kent recently released a map showing 22 sep¬ 
arate threats to the county - including the pro¬ 
posed Kent International Gateway (KIG), 
near Maidstone. 

Chairman Richard Knox-Johnston said: 
“You only have to look at our countryside to 
understand just why it is so important we pro¬ 
tect it, not just for us but for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“One of the things I did with this latest KIG 
inquiry was to look out over the North Downs 
from Thumham Castle, and it’s outstandingly 
beautiful. I wouldn’t want to imagine what it 
would look like with buildings all over it. 

“I think CPRE’s former president Sir Max 
Hastings put it best when he said that if it 
wasn’t for us, what the Government is plan¬ 
ning to do would have already happened.” 

Protect Kent is a registered charity in its 
own right and has groups of volunteers in 
each district as well as specialist groups cov¬ 


ering issues such as transport and historic 
buildings. Its president is the noted author 
and illustrator Graham Clarke, while MPs 
Derek Wyatt and Damien Green are both 
vice-presidents. 

Although the group’s list of 22 threats 
includes such prominent proposals as a new 
coal-fired Kingsnorth power station and a 
lorry park at Aldington, Mr Knox-Johnston 
said the charity’s biggest concern was the 
effects of climate change. 

He said: “We’ve formed a climate change 
forum with people like the National Farmers’ 
Union and the RSPB to look at issues such as 
shoreline erosion and land use. 

“It’s very important because what are we 
going to do if we build all over the place and 
there’s nowhere left to grow food? We won’t be 


able to import it from Spain in future because 
they’re going to have a major water problem. 

“It’s this sort of thing that might make peo¬ 
ple regret some of the decisions they are mak¬ 
ing today.” 

Protect Kent recently won the charity award 
in the £1 Million KOS Media Business 
Challenge, which included a voucher for 
£150,000 of advertising and PR products. 

Mr Knox-Johnston said this would really 
boost the CPRE message: “When people find 
out about us and know what it is we do, they’re 
very keen to help us.” 

But he added: “We haven’t been well-known 
and this has been a problem. At this year’s 
County Show I was asked if we bred ferrets, 
and I thought, ‘Oh no, we’ve got a mountain to 
climb’.”

ONSUMER price inflation rose from an annual 1.1 per cent in 
September to 1.5 per cent in October. This increase marks the start 
of a trend likely to carry on into 2010. This rising trend may take 
the headline rate near or even higher than three per cent next year. 

An increase to this level would necessitate an explanatory letter from 
Bank of England governor Mervyn King to the Chancellor for overshoot¬ 
ing a target rate of two per cent. The bank’s monetary policy objective is 

not just to deliver price stability, but 
also support Government economic 
objectives, including those for growth 
and employment. 

The Bank of England’s remit is not 
just to achieve the lowest possible infla¬ 
tion rate; inflation below the target of 
two per cent is judged to be just as bad 
as inflation above the target. 

If the target is missed by more than a 
percentage point on either side the gov¬ 
ernor must write to the Chancellor 
explaining why inflation has increased 
or fallen to such an extent and what the 
bank proposes to do to ensure inflation 
comes back to the target. 

Petrol prices accounted for much of 
the rise between September and 
October, but there were also contribu¬ 
tions from cars, flights, food, DVDs, com¬ 
puter games and telephones. 

The RPI headline rate moved up from 
-1.4 per cent to -0.8 per cent between 
September and October and will rise 
much more sharply over the next six 
months as, unlike CPI, RPI reflects 
house price and mortgage interest rate 
increases. 

Even assuming house price stability, 
RPI inflation is likely to reach about 
four per cent in 2010, with higher fig¬ 
ures resulting in interest rate rises.

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Encouraging signs 
market has turned 
the comer at last 


TWO years ago, investment funds 
were rushing to get out of commer¬ 
cial property 

It was a major sign of the economic catastro¬ 
phe about to engulf the UK and, with hind¬ 
sight, highlighted panic already seeping into 
some of the country’s biggest and most trusted 
financial institutions. 

Like the housing and mortgage markets, 
commercial property values and rents had 
gone from boom to bust in a spectacularly 
short time. 

However, there are now signs of recovery. 
Two of the UK’s biggest commercial landlords, 
British Land and Land Securities are saying 
that the two-year slump is over. 

The firms, which own office blocks, shopping 
centres and retail parks have seen recent 
improvement in the value of their property 
portfolios and once huge losses are being 
stemmed. British Land’s latest results show a 
pre-tax loss of just £113 million against one of 
£1.3 billion a year earlier. 

Reports from the US market suggest it must 
wait another year before it enjoys such a turn¬ 
around. 

Crucially, analysts predict that big players 
like British Land will now feel confident

enough to expand its portfolio, further boost¬ 
ing the market and confidence, while interna¬ 
tional investment is also starting to grow, no 
doubt helped by the weakness of the pound 
and a cheaper property market. 

But the commercial market also shows 
signs of adapting and thriving in a new envi¬ 
ronment. 

Our own business pages have featured 
reports recently on new and more flexible 
office developments, often from smaller but 
fast-moving operators, targeting a new breed 
of more locally-based entrepreneur or estab¬ 
lished concerns looking to downsize and con¬ 
trol costs in more straitened times. 

Instead of onerous letting conditions, which 
can deter fledgling businesses, such as big 
rents upfront and ‘lock-ins’ preventing an easy 
move or upsizing, the new landlord is also 
keen to please.

Up and downsizing on the same site, or even 
to another in the group, is also made easy. 

One of the success stories has been 
Basepoint, which has 26 business centres 
across the UK and allows tenants as little as 
two weeks’ notice if they decide to move. 

The company has Kent locations at 
Northfleet, Chatham, Canterbury and 
Folkestone, with the latter recently winning 
the Service category at the KOS Media 
Business Challenge Awards. 

Unusually, Basepoint is also the property 
portfolio of charity the ACT Foundation, which 
provides grants to the mentally and physical¬

Yet, contrary to popular belief, asbestos- 
containing materials (ACMs) do not always 
need to be removed. 

ACMs in good condition and not likely to 
be damaged or disturbed are sometimes best 
left in place and managed. 

However, since May, 2004, people responsi¬ 
ble for non-domestic premises built before 
2000 must know about any ACM present 
there, its location, condi¬ 
tion and how to manage it. 

This requires each build¬ 
ing to have an Asbestos 
Register and a manage¬ 
ment plan with risk 
assessment. 

Major redevelopment on 
such buildings, such as 
moving walls or even dem¬ 
olition, obviously requires 
invasive surveys to reveal 
any hidden asbestos. 

This may cause damage 
to the fabric of the build¬ 
ing, but is obviously neces¬ 
sary and an accurate sur¬ 
vey at the outset can save 
property owners thou¬ 
sands of pounds as, aside from legal implica¬ 
tions, it may confirm that there is no 
asbestos present and therefore no manage¬ 
ment plan is required.

People carrying out work on premises 
must also ask to see the Asbestos Register, to 
ensure that anyone who might potentially 
disturb ACMs does not start work before 
confirming it is safe to do so. 

Asbestos is believed to 
have appeared in more 
than 3,000 products and 
was used extensively as a 
building material in Great 
Britain from the 1950s 
through to the mid-1980s. 
It was still in use until the 
end of 1999, when a total 
ban was implemented. 

From domestic proper¬ 
ties to large industrial 
heating plants and 
cement works, confirming 
whether asbestos is pres¬ 
ent or not can only be 
determined by sampling. 
The situation could need 
anything from a single 
sample to a full asbestos survey. 

When a sample is taken, the location 
should be photographed and a data sheet 
completed to record the material type,

extent, condition and risk. For example, the 
type of asbestos present such as Chrysotile 
(white), Amosite (brown) or Crocidolite (blue). 

It should also confirm the type of product it 
is found in, such as asbestos insulation board, 
asbestos cement, etc. 

This data is then transferred to the main 
survey document, including the position of the 
sample and the results of the laboratory 
analysis. Samples should be tested at a UKAS 
accredited (United Kingdom Accreditation 
Scheme) laboratory. 

Who to turn to: Look for P402 certification 
when choosing an asbestos surveying compa¬ 
ny, which ensures compliance with MDHS100 
for asbestos surveys and a long history of expe¬ 
rience of working within the asbestos industry. 

You could also check for a Trading Standards 


approved specialist at either the Medway Fair 
Traders scheme or the Buy with Confidence 
scheme. 

On-site seminars are available to assist duty 
holders with the Control of Asbestos at Work 
Regulations 2006 (CAWS). Retention of infor¬ 
mation concerning asbestos is generally more 
memorable by completing practical exercises. 

With regard to removal work, the Asbestos 
Removal Contractors Association (ARCA) 
accredits reputable contractors and the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) licenses 
businesses for asbestos consultancy, removal 
and abatement work. 

If you are a producer of asbestos waste, it is 
your responsibility to ensure your waste is dis¬ 
posed of correctly - it is graded as a fibrous or 
non-fibrous, depending on the type of product. 

A full carrier’s licence enables the asbestos 
removal company to safely and legally trans¬ 
port small amounts of waste to an approved 
toxic waste site, if a skip is not required. 

Following removal work, you should expect 
to receive, as a minimum, a waste note and - 
if the work is notifiable to the HSE - an ASB5 
notification and site clearance certificate of re¬ 
occupation.

The former Kent and 
England wicket-keeper 
was part of a crowd of 
4,000 present to see 
Gillingham beaten 5-1 
by a team packed with 
ex-i nternationals, 
including the Charlton 
footballer and Kent 
cricketer Derek Ufton. 
Arsenal’s Vic Groves 
and Jimmy Bloomfield also turned out, 
although the one-sided nature of the game 
proved something of a disappointment for 
the fans, with Gillingham never really making 
a contest of it. 





25 YEARS AGO: THE late John 
Glover, a stalwart at Kent 
clubs including Maidstone, 
Welling and Faversham, 
began his association with the county 
when he relocated to Sevenoaks and 
joined Maidstone United from Nuneaton 
Borough for just £2,000. 

Manager Bill Williams said it was, “the 
luckiest signing I’ve ever made”. Glover, 
then 28, was widely acknowledged to 
have the ability to play in the top two divi¬ 
sions, but stayed semi-professional, main¬ 
taining a dual career in computers. 

A stylish central defender, Glover is 
remembered by Wings fans as the man 
who hit the bar in an FA Cup third round tie 
with Blackburn Rovers in 1989, which 
Welling lost just 1-0. He died in 2006 of 
motor neurone disease at the tragically 
early age of 50. 

Glover’s arrival at Maidstone coincided 
with the departure of John Bartley to 
Welling for £8,000. “He is not welcome at 
this club anymore,” Williams said in a bit¬ 
ter parting shot. “He has let us down... 
you can only put up with a player who 
doesn’t want to play for you for so long.”

Gunners ‘Invincible’ 

on target for Whites 

In-form striker revitalising career at Dover

HE LEARNED his trade from 
superstars Thierry Henry and 
Dennis Bergkamp, now Kent foot¬ 
baller Adam Birchall is hoping to 
reignite his career at Dover Athletic. 

The 24-year-old striker from Maidstone, 
looked set for a promising career when he 
signed a three-year professional contract at 
Premier League giants Arsenal, but a serious 
foot injury spelled the end of his time with 
Arsene Wenger’s side. 

Birchall joined the Gunners at the age of 10 
in 1994 and worked his way up the youth 
ranks, scoring 30 reserve goals for the club in 
the space of two years. 

Unbeaten 

He was rewarded with a professional deal in 
2003 and was part of the Arsenal squad 
known as the Tnvincibles’ after going the 
whole 2003-04 season unbeaten. However, 
when within touching distance of a first-team 
appearance, a foot ligament tear cut short his 
promising career. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “My time at 
Arsenal was great and I will always look 
back on it fondly. I got to learn from and play 
with people like Thierry Henry and Dennis 
Bergkamp, which was a dream come true. 

“It is eveiy young boy’s dream to play for one 
the biggest teams in the country. Unfortunately 
I never really could find my form after my foot

injury and things never stay still at clubs like 
that, so I had to move on.” 

Permanent moves to Mansfield Town and 
Barnet followed, but the striker found it a 
struggle to rekindle his prolific youth team 
form at Arsenal. This summer Birchall was 
released by Barnet and dropped two divisions 
to join Blue Square South side Dover. 

He said: “If I’m honest I really wasn’t enjoy¬ 
ing my football at Barnet and at the end of last 
season Andy Hessenthaler spoke to me about 
a move to Dover and persuaded me to join. I 
have to say it has been the right move as I am 
starting to find my love for the game again.” 

A string of impressive performances for the 



Whites this season has made Birchall third 
top scorer in the league, courtesy of eight goals 
in 11 league games. 

Hessenthaler, the Dover manager, has been 
delighted with Birchall’s performance this 
season and believes it won’t be too long before 
he will return to the Football League. 

He said: “Adam has been a class act. If he 
carries on like he has I can see him moving 
back up the ladder.” 



After All Blacks win, Cath targets World Cup

CATHERINE Spencer believes England’s vic¬ 
tory over New Zealand at Twickenham has 
given the team the belief they can go on to win 
next year’s World Cup, writes Steve Tervet. 

The former Folkestone number eight cap¬ 
tained her country to the 10-3 win last 
Saturday, which was the first time the world 
champions had been beaten since 2001, and 
Spencer, who scored the only try of the game, 
said the occasion would live long in the memoiy. 

Confidence 

“It was a fantastic day, one of those ones you 
remember for a long time,” she said. “On my 
50th cap too, I couldn’t have dreamt of much 
more. We always thought we could beat New 
Zealand, but knowing we have done it is a 
great feeling and confidence is sky-high. 

“However, they’ll be stepping up their game 
now - they hadn’t lost for eight years and that 
will have hurt them.” 

Having gone down to a 16-3 reverse when 
the sides met at Esher in Surrey a week ear¬ 
lier, England’s win was the ideal tonic for 
rugby fans following the men’s inevitable 
slump to defeat against the All Blacks. 


Spencer, 30, leading her country out at 
Twickenham for the first time, said the 12,500 
fans who stayed on to watch their match after 
the men’s clash, had given the side a real 
boost, with the England performance just the 
advert the women’s game needed. 

She said: “It really was noticeable, we could 
hear the crowd getting behind us and I know 
there were more at home watching on TV so it 
was important we played some good rugby. 

“As a team, we just wanted to go out and 
win, but looking at the wider picture it was 
good to put on a good show. We needed to pres¬ 
ent a good game ahead of the World Cup, to 
gain some momentum and build on the profile 
of women’s rugby.” 

While Spencer let her rugby do the talking 
last weekend, she insists there is no guarantee 
of her place in the team, never mind as skip¬ 
per, by the time the tournament comes round 
next August. 

She said: “I’ve got to keep playing well, keep 
injury-free and get myself in the squad. We’re 
setting out to win the World Cup and I believe 
we have the potential and can realise our 
dream.”

3G pitches look 
good on surface

A NEW third-generation 
pitch was unveiled in Kent 
this week, with the football 
world divided over whether 
they offer a glimpse of the 
future or have no place in the 
senior game. 

Technology has evolved a long way 
since the notorious ‘plastic’ pitches 
used by the likes of QPR and Luton in 
the 1980s. 

One of the new breed of artificial sur¬ 
faces was opened, appropriately 
enough in a downpour, at Sandwich 
Technology School, courtesy of a 
£390,000 grant from the Football 
Foundation, which the Kent FA played 
a significant part in securing. 

The Foundation’s president, Lord 
Pendry, described it as a “wonderful 
pitch” and it was an immediate hit 
with young players. The school’s under- 
11 captain, Charlie Lane, said: “I love 
it. We can use it all winter and we don’t 
get muddy.” 

For that reason 3G pitches are 
attractive, especially as they would 
help fixture secretaries struggling to 
cope with the kind of weather that saw 
20 of the 34 scheduled fixtures post¬ 
poned in the West Kent Sunday 
League last weekend. 

Yet if the case for artificial pitches at 
junior level is obvious, the jury is still 
out on their use in senior football. 

Alan Walker, the Kent FA’s director of 
coaching and co-manager at Maidstone 
United, experienced both the early

artificial pitches and heavy mud-laden 
quagmires during his playing career 
with Millwall and Gillingham. 

Asked if he would rather play on a 
wet grass pitch, or a 3G surface, he 
qualified his answer. 

“I was talking to [Morecambe boss 
and former Manchester United star] 
Sammy Mcllroy about this the other 
day, and we both agreed the surfaces 
are far better now than when we were 
playing. You’d never know just how bad 
they were,” he said. “So as a manager I 
would say grass all day long, but as a 


chairman you’ve got to take into 
account the revenue you lose every 
time a game is cancelled.” 

That was backed up Walker’s chair¬ 
man at Maidstone, Paul Bowden- 
Brown, who wants to install a 3G pitch 
to generate money at the Stones’ pro¬ 
posed new ground at Whatman Way. 

“Even at Ashford [where Maidstone 
are currently groundsharing] where 
you’ve got an excellent drainage system, 
it’s an all-round loss for the business,” he 
said. “If you have a Saturday game 
called off it has to be replayed midweek, 
so you can cut your revenue in half. 

“Football clubs won’t survive on gate 
money alone, so it’s a must. We could 
use it 24/7. A 3G pitch could be rented 
out all-day long.” 



NATALIE Seymour will make 
another key step in her hockey 
development next month after 
receiving a first call-up to the 
Great Britain squad. 

The inclusion in the 18-strong 
fine-up for a tour to Argentina 
rounds off a dream year for the 
23-year-old. 

The Canterbury ladies defend¬ 
er began 2009 on the fringes of 
the England set-up, but has 
now amassed 26 caps and fea¬ 
tured in the Champions Trophy 
and EuroHockey Nations 
Championship this summer. 

A place on next month’s 
Great Britain tour to 
Argentina marks another sig¬ 
nificant achievement for 
Seymour, who was naturally 
delighted with the call-up. 

“It’s a great honour and 
something I’m really chuffed 
about,” she said. “I think it’s a 
huge milestone, something I’ve 
been wanting to achieve. Every 
time I represent my country 
it’s another important step, 
another opportunity to per¬ 
form and put all the hard work 
into practice.” 


Seymour is one of eight 
uncapped players to make the 
trip, which will see Great 
Britain play five Test matches 
in seven days against Las 
Leonas, a side ranked second in 
the world. 

They are the first games 
since the elite centralised 
training programme began in 
October, with Seymour train¬ 
ing alongside the country’s best 
players three times a week. 

She said: ‘We’re already see¬ 
ing big gains and the potential 
that’s there because of the time 
we’re together. I’m certainly 
feeling really lucky to be 
involved at this point, the 
understanding you can create 
by training together all the 
time is really beneficial.” 

Seymour’s club-mate Abi 
Walker is also in the squad, 
with the goalkeeper looking to 
add to her eight Great Britain 
caps. The 27-year-old will con¬ 
test the jersey with uncapped 
Kirsty Mackay from Bowdon 
Hightown. 

The first Test is on Saturday, 
December 12.

TWO Kent golf courses are celebrating 
after they were selected to co-host the 
118th Amateur Championship in 2013. 

Royal Cinque Ports in Deal and Prince’s 
in Sandwich will stage the tournament, 
which is among the most highly prized 
individual titles in the amateur game. 

The links courses, both former hosts of 
the tournament, will share the stroke play 
qualifying stage before Royal Cinque 
Ports hosts the final match-play rounds. 

The quality of the field is extremely high, 
as shown when the tournament last came 
to Kent in 2006. Among the golfers com¬ 
peting at Prince’s and neighbouring Royal 
St George’s was Rory Mcllroy, now ranked 
number 10 in the world. 

It marks a renaissance for Royal Cinque 
Ports after undergoing an expensive six- 
year redevelopment to bring the course 
back up to championship standard. 

Ken Hannah, club secretary, said: “This 
vindicates our policy of investing in the 
course. We’re all thrilled because it has 
brought it back to its rightful place among 
the championship venues.” 

The announcement is the latest good 
news for golf in east Kent. Both clubs are 
staging significant amateur tournaments 
before 2013, plus local final qualifying 
when The Open Championship comes to 
Royal St George’s in 2011. The Tillman 
Trophy and Carris Trophy will be played at 
Royal Cinque Ports over the next two 
years, while Prince’s has the McGregor 
Trophy next summer. 

Prince’s is being remodelled in prepara¬ 
tion for the upcoming events and chief 
executive Michael Lovett is keen for the 
club to be seen to host championships. 

He said: “There’s a huge ambition to be 
involved in these tournaments on a regular 
basis. It’s good for the profile of the club 
and it helps keep the course stay at the 
standard we want to achieve.” 



Rugby referee’s bid to 
give cancer red card 

Bone marrow match sought to help save Nick’s life

A WELL-known Kent rugby refer¬ 
ee is determined to win his battle 
with cancer and get back out 
amongst the pack on the county’s 
playing fields. 

Rugby has served Nick Buttle well over the 
years - his playing days extended beyond his 
50th birthday and he has refereed from junior 
to international level. 

However, having been diagnosed with 
leukaemia in May, Buttle has had to step back 
from the sport he loves, knowing only a suit¬ 
able donor can provide him with the stem cell 
transplant he needs to beat the cancer. 

Bone marrow 

On December 10, Maidstone RFC will wel¬ 
come anyone aged 18 to 40 to the club, as the 
Anthony Nolan Trust, responsible for finding 
hundreds of successful matches every year, 
looks to add to its bone marrow register. 

While the chances of finding a match for 
Bearsted-based Buttle are slim, the possibility 
is there and he remains focused on a return to 
the rugby field, where he has enjoyed some of 
his finest moments. 

Starting his playing career as a schoolboy in 
Lancashire, Buttle, 56, went on to spend nine 
years at Rochdale RFC before heading south 
to play for Cranleigh and Hastings & Bexhill. 

While he never made it to the top of the 
game as a player, a handful of games for Saudi 
side A1 Khobar were to pave the way for sever¬ 
al high-profile officiating appearances when 
Buttle was selected as touch judge for the 
2002 Dubai Sevens tournament. 

He said: “It was a real honour to be involved 
at that level - I ran touch for Ireland v Wales 
and Australia v Argentina, which was when I 
was at my fittest. 


“The next year I took charge of the British 
Army versus South Sea Islanders in the sec¬ 
ondary tournament. It was great, I loved it 
and I refereed really well. 

“I had a really good season in 2007-08,1 was 
upgraded having been assessed and I felt 
great going into the new season. However, I 
reffed a couple of games at the start of2008-09 
and I felt awful, I couldn’t get around the park 
and it was really frustrating. I took some time 
away from the sport to get myself fit but I 
couldn’t do it.” 

What Buttle first believed to be a simple 
lack of fitness was explained when his 
leukaemia was eventually diagnosed, and he 
soon embarked on a programme of 
chemotherapy which left him weak and con¬ 
fined to a hospital bed. 

There was disappointing news when 
Buttle’s brother flew over from Australia only 


to be told he, too, was incompatible for a trans¬ 
plant. However, the Anthony Nolan Trust has 
access to registers worldwide and Buttle 
remains optimistic something positive will 
come from the situation. 

He said: “The event at Maidstone is really to 
raise awareness and we may just find the 
right person to donate. The odds are stacked 
against it, but even if it’s not right for me, it 
may be for someone else. 

“Rugby is a huge part of my life, I’ve been 
watching the internationals on Sky while I 
haven’t been able to get out and about and I 
definitely want to get out there and referee 
again.”

Palmer left back where 
he wants to be for Gills 


CHRIS Palmer is optimistic a run of 
games at left-back has shown his value 
to the Gillingham side and shed his 
unwanted ‘utility man’ tag, writes 
David Pritchard. 

The 26-year-old arrived from Walsall 
in the summer with the reputation of 
being able to play in four positions - 
full-back and wide midfielder on either 
flank - thanks to the rare attribute of 
being genuinely two-footed. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson experiment¬ 
ed in pre-season, playing Palmer in a 
variety of roles. But after starting nine 
of the last 16 games at left-back before 
yesterday’s clash with Burton, the for¬ 
mer Derby County man is happy to 
have a settled position. 

He said: “Obviously if there are 
injuries by all means I’ll play anywhere. 
With Barry Fuller being suspended last 
week I went and filled in at right-back, 
but I want to be stuck in one position. 

“I’m enjoying it at left-back and am 
getting pushed all the time by John 
Nutter. It’s nice to have that competi¬ 
tiveness and there’s no bad feeling 
between us.” 


Although Palmer joined the Gills look¬ 
ing to establish himself in midfield, he 
has not let playing in the back four 
diminish his attacking intentions. 

At times he has played almost as a 
wing-back, no more so than in the dom¬ 
inant midweek win against Yeovil, 
when he spent much of the game in an 
advanced role. 

“I’m more of an attacking full-back 
anyway, so it suits my attributes going 
forward and setting up goals. So long as 
I can get forward I’m happy and with 
Andy Barcham cutting inside it creates 
space for me. I take comers and free- 
kicks as well so there’s no reason why I 
can’t get involved going forward,” he 
said. The performance on Tuesday par¬ 
ticularly impressed Gills boss Mark 
Stimson, who has preferred Palmer in 
recent weeks to Nutter, a virtual ever¬ 
present last season. 

He said: “[Palmer’s] got the shirt back 
and he wants to keep it, you can see that 
in the way he’s playing. That’s what the 
boys have to do: play well and don’t get 
left out. He’s certainly doing that at the 
moment.” 
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MIKE Conway could find him¬ 
self in the frame for a surprise 
Formula One seat at world 
champions Mercedes Grand 
Prix, formerly Brawn GP, if he 
impresses in a test next week. 

The 24-year-old driver from Sevenoaks 
received a shock call up this week and will 
now take part in a three-day test with Ross 
Brawn’s squad at Spain’s Jerez circuit. 

An impressive display could put him in 


He told this newspaper: “I’ve been work¬ 
ing on my Indycar plans to stay in the 
series for next season, but this has certain¬ 
ly thrown a spanner in the works. 

“I am still going to carry on with my 
plans, but we will have to see how well the 
test goes and decide from there. It would 


be amazing to get the second seat, but 
there is a long way to go.” 

Having raced in the Indycar Series in 
the USA, Conway, who spent two years as 
part of Mercedes GP’s young driver pro¬ 
gramme when the team was owned by 
Honda, thought his Formula One chances 
were over. 

He said: “I was shocked to hear from the 
team and for them to give me a test in a 
world championship-winning car. It is 
every driver’s dream to drive a race-win¬ 
ning Formula One car. It is great the team 
have still kept me in mind after the work I 
did for them in the past.” 

Conway’s three-day test begins on 
Tuesday where he will be joined by Japanese 
Formula 3 champion Marcus Ericsson. 


Aprilia confirm Camier signing 

THE waiting is over for Leon Camier as 
Aprilia have confirmed he will join their 
World Superbike team for 2010. 

The Kent rider was on the verge of 
securing the move last week, as exclusively 
revealed by Kent on Sunday, and on 
Thursday the Italian team named the 
British champion as their new signing. 

The 23-year-old from Ashford, who cruised 
to the British title this year with a record 
breaking 19 wins from 26 races, will join up 
with Italian superbike veteran Max Biaggi 
in a two-rider line-up at Aprilia. 

Camier beat off competition from several 
riders for the seat, including Shane Byrne, 
James Toseland and Alex DeAngelis. 

He told MCN: “I’m really happy. It’s a great 
ride and having ridden for the team at the 
last two rounds I know just how much 
potential we’ve got for 2010. 

“The deal has taken a long time to be con¬ 
firmed, but the reason for that was due to 
Piaggio [Aprilia’s parent company]. 

“All the guys at Aprilia wanted me to ride 
the bike, but ultimately the deal had to 
be signed off by Piaggio and now that has 
happened I can’t wait to get out and ride 
the bike again.” 

Camier will complete a number of tests 
over the winter before the first race of the 
2010 World series begins at Phillip Island,

Paffett hoping 
to pass test to 
retain FI role 

KENT driver Gary Paffett is excited at the 
prospect of working alongside Formula 
One champions Jenson Button and Lewis 
Hamilton as he waits to see if he is 
retained as McLaren Mercedes’ test driv¬ 
er for 2010. 

The 28-year-old racer has been a test 
driver for one of Formula One’s top teams 
since 2006, and with McLaren announcing 
an exciting driver line-up for 2010, Paffett is 
keen to complete an all-British team. 

The Bromley-born driver is yet to be con¬ 
firmed as a test driver at the Woking-based 
team for next season, but the chance to 
work alongside new world champion 
Button and former title holder Hamilton, is 
an opportunity too good to turn down. He 
also feels Button and Hamilton, who 
together with Paffett are graduates from 
Kent’s Buckmore Park circuit, will work 
together without conflict next season. 

Hype 

He said: “Working with both Jenson and 
Lewis in an entirely British team will be 
a great opportunity. The hype that will 
be around the British Grand Prix being a 
completely British team is something I want 
to experience. 

“It’s difficult to say how the pair will work 
with each other. They are different types of 
drivers and they have both won the world 
championship, but I think they are profes¬ 
sionals and will be fine.” 

Although looking forward to another year 
with McLaren, Paffett, who has been linked 
to FI drives in the past, has revealed he is 
actively looking at his options with the 2010 
grid welcoming four new teams. 

He said: “I am looking at my options, 
but to be honest another year in the DTM 
championship seems to be the most 
likely. There are more Formula One teams 
in the paddock, but it is just as difficult 
to get drives. With manufacturers leaving, 
there are still as many drivers looking to 
earn deals.” 

As well as his testing role at McLaren, 
Paffett came agonisingly close to claiming 
his second DTM title this season. 

Racing for AMG Mercedes, he won four 
of the 10 races, more than any other driver, 
but finished second in the championship 
behind winner Timo Scheider.

COLLECTING an MBE at Buckingham 
Palace this week capped off a “fairytale” 
year for Kent and England captain 
Charlotte Edwards.

Having mixed with the top sports stars 
and lunched at Downing Street with 
Gordon Brown in the past, the usually 
unflappable Kent skipper admitted she 
felt nervous at the palace without any 
of her team-mates around her. 

Having forgotten she needed to 
curtsy in front of the Princess, 
Edwards says she was practising 
in the corridor minutes before 
going to collect her MBE. 

“It was great for my family to 
share it with me and I’ve got it at home 
with me to show off to people when they 
come round, but I’ll need to find some¬ 
where safe to put it,” she said. 

Edwards returned last week from a tour 
to the Caribbean where an experimental 
England side lost both the Twenty20 and 
One-Day series against the West Indies.

Cliffloitfe chance in the hot seat as Millman 

steps down after 10 years at St Lawrence 



KENT will give acting chief 
executive Jamie Clifford a 
chance to prove he can do the 
job full-time after Paul Millman 
made a surprise exit this week. 

Millman stepped down as the club’s chief 
executive with immediate effect on Friday 
after having served 10 years at the St 
Lawrence Ground. 

In a surprisingly short statement, the 
club said Millman had taken early retire¬ 
ment for personal reasons and that the 
county’s director of business development, 
Jamie Clifford, is to assume the position of 
acting chief executive. 

Personal reasons 

Kent chairman George Kennedy insists 
the club had been aware of Millman’s 
impending departure for some time and 
that the 63-year-old had left on good terms. 

He told this newspaper: “I don’t really 
want anyone coming out and saying ‘were 
there sinister motives or was he fired’, the 
statement was a true statement - he has 
left for personal reasons to take early 
retirement. 

“We have been talking to Paul for some 
time about it, and I don’t think it would 
have been appropriate to say publicly that 



our chief executive was looking for early 
retirement, so whenever it was going to 
come, it was always going to be a surprise. 

“You can’t trial these things to work out 
when is the best time to let him go, but we 
feel he has done a very good job - he mas¬ 
terminded plans for the redevelopment 
and that was his vision. 

“It’s been entirely amicable and at his 
request. He goes with our best wishes.” 

The chairman hopes to have a replace¬ 
ment for Millman in place before the start 
of the season in March next year, but hint¬ 
ed that 33-year-old Jamie Clifford will be 
given a chance to take the hot seat on a 
permanent basis. 

‘We have got Jamie Clifford in situ now. 



He is a bright young man and I think he 
has done a pretty good job in business 
management. He’s now got a crack at a 
couple of months of seeing whether he is 
up to the task of chief exec. 

“The club will give him all the support 
he needs and it’s up to him to prove he can 
do it now. 

“Whether he is or not, we will still be 
looking outside to see who is available. If 
there is someone a lot better, then we’ll 
have to look at that, if Jamie is up to 
scratch we’ll have to look at that as well.” 

• Canterbury City Council have 
approved a loan for £4 million which 
means Kent’s £8.2 million redevelop¬ 
ment will be going ahead.
